Dear Ms. Massaro: 

 
Pursuant to the Public Utilities Commission’s (PUC) Order No. 22672 in Docket No. 

4628, National Grid1 submits this quarterly report to update the PUC and the Division of Public 
Utilities and Carriers (Division) regarding the Company-Owned LED Street Lighting Proposal in 
the above-referenced docket.   

 
1. LED Street Light Conversions  

 
As of May 20, 2021, 22 municipalities and 5 fire districts have purchased their street 

lighting equipment, which represents approximately 59 percent of the total municipalities and 
fire districts served by National Grid.  There have been no additional asset sales completed since 
the last report.  A total of 15 of the municipalities and 3 fire districts who have purchased their 
street lighting equipment have reported the conversion of some or all of the existing street lights 
to LED fixtures, which represents 39 percent of the total municipalities and fire districts served 
by National Grid.  The total number of street lights in Rhode Island exchanged for LED fixtures 
is approximately 46,931, which represents 64 percent of the total customer-owned unmetered 
street and area lights.
